Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 10, 
2006, has been entered. 

Amendment 

In response to the most recent Office Action, dated February 10, 2006, claims 1 
and 9 have been amended. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 9, and 10 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 102(b) rejections of claims 1 , 9 and 10 
have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Regarding independent claims 1, 9, and 10 , the prior art is not found to teach or 
fairly suggest, a signal processing device, as currently amended, comprising a 
reconstruction unit for generating a plurality of color signal values (R, G, B) for each 
pixel from the sensor output signal and a clipping device for clipping the sensor output 
5 signal or the plurality of color signal values (R, G, B), wherein the clipping device 
detects whether or not each of the reconstructed color signal values exceeds a 
predetermined threshold clip level below the maximum sensitivity of the sensor.
